I muſt not omit to take Notice, that the Reſpet ful manner of Your 


Proceeding 1 in deſiring My. Allowance for bringing in the Bill, and My Di- 
rection for the Limitation of the Honours, does give Me great Satu- 
action. 
4 My Intention tv, That after the Determination of the Eſtate which the 
Duke of Marlborough now has in His Titles and Honours, the ſame 
ſhould be Limited to his Eldeſt Daughter, and the Heirs Male of her 
Body, and then to all bis other Daughters ſucceſſively, according to their 
Priority of Birth, and the Heirs Male of their reſpective Bodies, and af- 
zerwards, in [ uch manner as may moſt eſfeftually Anſwer my Deſign and 
Yours in Perpetuating the Memory of his Merit, by Continuing, as far 
as may be done, his Titles and Name to all hu Poſterity. 
T think it would be proper, That the Honour and Manor of Wood- 
ſtock, and the Houſe of Bleinheim ſhould always go along with the Titles, 
and therefore I Recommend that Matter to Your Conſideration:

Then the Duke of Marlborough, on this Occaſion, was Pleaſed to ſay, 
as followeth: 


My Lords, 

Cannot find Words ſufficient to "Expreſs the Senſe I have of the Great 
and Diſtinguiſhing Honour which the Houſe has been Pleaſed to do me 
in their Reſolution, and their Application to Her Majeſty. The 
Thoughts of it will be à continual Satufaztion to me, and the higheſt En- 
couragement 3 and the tankful Memory of it muſt laſt as long as any Po- 
ferity of mine. 

T beg leave to ſay a Mord to the Houſe in relation to that Part of Her 
Majeſty's Gracious Anſwer which concerns the Eſtate of Woodſtock, and 
the Houſe of Blenheim; I did make my humble Requeſt to the Queen, 
That thoſe might go along with the Titles, and I make the like Reque) 
to Your Lordſhips, That after the Dutcheſs of Marlborough's Beat 
(upon whom they are Settled in Foynture) that Eſtate and Hou 
may be Limited to go always along with the Honour. 
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
